It's  here  that  Hose  finally  realizes  there  is  no  place  for 
her  in  show  business  and  consents  to  marry  Herbie  until  she  hears  that  the 
star  stripper  was  arrested  and  therelore  unable  to  perform.  In  a  lit  of 
desperation  she  forces  Louise  to  go  on  in  the  stripper's  |)lace.  Seeing  this, 
Herbie  realizes  that  he'll  never  be  as  big  a  pari  of  her  lile  as  show  business 
and  in  a  dramatic  scene  leaves  her.
